The Governor said: “This action 
has been taken at the request of 
the Adjutant General, Brigadier 
General George M. Carter, in an 
effort to bring units of the Maine 


State Guard and State Guard Re- 


Serve up to strength,” 

“Since their formation, unitg of 
the State’s military fories have 
continually been depleted ty 
enlistment in the Federal forces 
and, of course, by induction 
through the operation of the Se- 
lective Service System. While 
experience received as members of 
military units has 


the State forces naturally have 


suffered because of this procedure, 


and the continuous drain on man-~ 
power has depleted available num- 
bers within the State to the point 
that it is imperative enlistments be 
solicited from the ages near the 
upper and lower limits of the 
eligible age brackets, 

“Men between the ages of sixteen 
and sixty, in good health, are 
eligible to become members of the 
State @uard and perform a valu- 
able service to the State and na- 
tion during the war emergency. 

“Guardsmen drill and train oue 
evening each week, usually, and 
also take part in maneuvers on a 
few week ends during the yeex, 
mostly during the summer months. 
The period of enlistment is for the 
duration of the present emergency 
or a minimum of two years, 

““It is imperative that our au- 
thorized military force be main- 
tained at full strength, Our re- 
sponsibilities and missions as- 
signed have been in no way re~ 
dueed by the favorable upturn in 
the suecess of our forces overseas, 
We must be. prepared for the 
maximum action as long ag there 
is any question of possible need. 

“T am designating the week of 
September 11 to 18 as State Guard 
Recruiting Week.

I looked at ray wrist 
watch. It was 4:25. They were all 
awake In the housé now. Then came 
an even bigger explosion and a flame 
ten times as high, My American 
host came back from the telephone 
and said that one was the Philip- 
pine Refinery; the Japanese were 
coming and the Americans were 
blowing up the town, T hustled into 
my clothes to get back into the city, 


I wanted té rejoin my three mien, 


but I was stopped on the road by 
the army—no traffic, everybody must 
get out. It was 5:30, and by now 
me-third of the city was in flames, 

“People were streaming out~ 
gore Aniericans, and a few of our 


navy. From them during the morn- | 


ing I heard that the Japs had come 
back sind bombed what was Seft of 
our 34 boat on the beach, Well, 
that was over, 
“Then I heard that Bulkeley 
wasn't dead-his boat cseaped and 
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was now in Mindanao. That Brant- 
ingham had burned, his 35 boat sit- 
ting there on ‘Dad’ Cleland’s marine 
railway—-at least the Japs wouldn't 
get it. That Ensign Richardson had 
assembled what was left of our men, 
and joined up with our naval forces 
on Mactan Island, where they would 
all try to escape to the island. of 
Leyte. It was. the last I ever heard 
of them. 

“The Japs had already Janded 
twenty miles down the coast of Cebu 
—also at two other points. 

“Well, what can I do?' I asked 
the army, 

“ ‘Nothing,’ they said. ‘Maybe 
you'd like to join the other evacuees 
who are assembling at Camp X’— 
an army stronghold inland which 
was going to hold out all throuh the 
war until help came from the States, 

“I couldn't make up my mind, so 
I waited at this American's house for 
something better to turn up, and 
meanwhile watched the Japs inva- 
sion from the second-story windows. 


“The invasion of Cebu was on a 
penny-ante scale—We could have 
stopped them if we'd had anything 
at all,” said Lieutenant Kelly, They 
had a destroyer, two transports, and 
a couple of interisland steamers not 
a hundred feet long. This gang 
lay off the channel entrance for a 
while, and presently they loaded 
about a thousand infantry into the 
two steamers (five hundred in each), 
which set out in column through 
the channel. The leading boat. had 
a little 3-inch gun on its bow, and 
every now and then it would bang 
away toward the city. 

“IT watched them tie up at about 
ten o'clock in the morning at the 
only remaining dock and disembark, 
Meanwhile the three seaplanes (yes, 
the same ones) were flying over 
the city, dropping leaflets in Eng- 
lish telling the Philippines to sur- 
render. ‘We are your friend,’ and 
offering a substantial reward for any 
American, dead or alive, and a 
handsome reward for any Ameri- 
can officer or his body, Nice guys, 
Meanwhile two Zero fighters were 
Strafing the automobiles trying to 
get out on the road. 

"Then we got reports on the prog- 
ress of the street fighting, which we 
could also hear from the house, The 
general had apparently pulled out 
-—maybe to fortify Camp X—but 
the colonel was staying behind with 
his soldiers to hold out as long as he 
could, He had less than a thousand 
Filipino troops, and less than a hun- 
dred rounds of ammunition per man. 
But they would fight until this was 
expended, At two o’clock they 
scemed to be holding their own, and 
when I shoved off at about 2:30 
o'clock, half the town was in flames 
~jt was the second city in the jg. 
lands—and all the warchouses were 
blown up. The Japs later hollered 
around about the typleal American 


jobs I saw the army do, 
“Meanwhile I had been asking the

“But the whole Camp X plan looked 
lousy to me, I was for last-ditch re- 
sistance, but here I was, a lone 
sailor with no trigger finger (the 
wound: had healed but the joint 
wouldn't bend any more, so it would 
be no use in this kind of fighting). 

“So I started off by myself for the 
other coast, hoping I could get out 
to some other island where the Japs 
hadn't come yet, I joined up with 
some civilians who were going the 
Same way—they were plantation 
owners and could speak the dialect. 
It was a forty-two-mile hike over 
steep trails which crossed five moun- 
tain ranges. We carried a few cans 
of corned. beef, and at night would

Somebody hadn’t gotten around to 
blowing up that road from Toledo, So 
now impregnable Camp X was no 
more, all American forces on the is- 
land were routed, and everything 
was going to pot.

“Leaving this village, we kept on 
down the road to an even tinier one 
on the coast—still looking for boats. 
We found a military headquarters 
and a Filipino third Geulenant—Jjust 
a kid—in command of twenty na- 
tive troops, no machine guns and al- 
most ho ammunition, Ten miles of 
hard-surfaced road connected it with 
a town where the Japs had landed.

New Powerful Microscope 
Uses Beam of Electrons 


A new kind of microscope is so 
powerful that it shows particles 
too small to be seen by optical 
methods. Secret of the new in- 
strument is the use of a beam of 
electrons instead of a beam of 
light, and by this means even the 
shape of particles of smoke can be 
clearly seen. 

Zine oxide smoke is shown to 
consist of long thin needles; mag- 
nesium oxide smoke of groups of 
small cubic crystals; while car- 
bon smoke from a wax taper con- 
sists of very smail units forming 
Ildng chain groups. 

The instrument, the electron mi- 
croscope, was designed by Prof. 
L. C. Martin, Imperial College of 
Science, London. 

The “Jenses’’ of the electron mi- 
croscope consist of electrostatic 
and magnetic fields which refract 
the electron beams in much the 
same way that the glass lenses 
refract the light in an optical in- 
strument. By the use of magnetic 
coils an enlarged image of a small 
object can be reproduced on a flu- 
orescent screen, or photographed.
